Tims forms therapy group to 
‘make lemonade from lemons’ 


Chamber mixer 
set for May 1 


In an effort to “make lemonade out of 
lemons,” Michael Tims, MS, is setting up a pro¬ 
gram for people who have been laid off their 
jobs. Tims is particularly sensitive to this cause 
since he was one of 43 employees recently let go 
by St. Luke Hospital. 

“I’ve been through it and have a special 
empathy for those persons,” he told The News. 

There is a sense of urgency in his new pro¬ 
gram since four large companies have recently cut 
back and laid off a considerable number of per¬ 
sons in this immediate area of California, Tims ex¬ 
plains. “I tend to take a more constructive ap¬ 
proach. Life has given us lemons — let s make 
lemonade,” he says, citing nearly 3000 displaced 
persons brought about by the most recent cut¬ 
backs. 

Tims explains the job loss syndrome as not 
unlike other losses such as divorce and death. 
He says, “A person’s life goes through chaos in 
which he questions his identity and has a feeling 
of inadequacy and depression. Where do these 
people go for help, for the ‘people helping people 
approach? This is the sort of program 1 have 
set up so they can work through problems led by 
a professional counselor, so they can turn a nega¬ 
tive into a positive, it’s all in your attitude. It 
is not unnatural for these people to feel angry 
and vindictive. They need to know they are not 
alone,” he states. 

Tims says he has worked with many who have 
gone through losses. He says these people who 
have lost their jobs go through a natural grieving 
process. They must be sure not to allow them¬ 
selves to go into a slump, then into isolation and 
withdrawal. They need to get involved and lind a

Over Che years I have 
attended enough Council 
meetings to be aware of 
the many hours you de¬ 
vote the city affairs. 

My thanks and appre¬ 
ciation to you Council 
members — and to Tom 
Edwards for his devo¬ 
tion, honesty and wis¬ 
dom — for his contin¬ 
uity of purpose — for 
voting his conscience, 
never equivocating. 

The Sierra Madre or¬ 
dinances are our local 
constitution. They also 
are made up of articles 
which embody our local 
laws.

And no citizen should be 
called an "over-th'e- 
fence” snoop for report¬ 
ing a violation. 

Revenue has been an 
issue in the recent elec¬ 
tion. 

One wonders how 
much the city loses in 
uncollected fines? Not 
only from zoning viola¬ 
tions, but from: 

• Parking of vehicles in 
front and side yards 

• Over-time parking 

• Blocking sidewalks 

• Not curbing wheels 

• Over-time on garbage 
cans in parkways 

• Permits 

• Sign violations, etc. 

There may have been 
occasions when enforce¬ 
ment was selective — 
against some, Excused 
for others. 

The water dept, has a 
policy of assessing a 5% 
penalty against overdue 
bills, beginning im¬ 
mediately upon default.

The comptroller was so pleased with the por¬ 
trait that he aided by suggesting directing efforts 
toward institutes the Queen Mother was associated 
with, such as the Anglian Royal Regiment of which 
she was honorary Colonel in Chief. 

Stone was commissioned to do a panoramic 
painting of the regiment’s 10th anniversary. This 
finally led to a commission to paint the Queen 
Mother who, he says, was the “ideal sitter — sym¬ 
pathetic to my needs as a painter.” 

She agreed to the maximum number of sit¬ 
tings — five, each one an hour in length. She 
gave him a studio to use at Clarence House and he 
stayed for three months, finishing two official por¬ 
traits. 

She would come in and invite him to tea and to 
lunch, he says he wa “madly in love with her” | 
and describes the period as “desperately exciting.” , 

After this flush of success, there were no other 
sittings for a year — “much publicity but no 
work,” he explains, he appeared on television shows 
and there were many articles in the newspapers. 
He was known as a “cocky young artist” and will 
forever be known as “the chap who painted the 
Queen Mother.” 

Then came a portrait of Princess Margaret in 
1981. She sat 13 times at Kensington Palace and 
when the main study prefacing the final portrait 
was completed, she said to him, “I’ve been suffering 
the last two weeks from flu and I think you’ve 
caught it. Please soften the painting.” He did. 

He also did a charcoal drawing of 85-year-old 
Princess Alice, the Duchess of Gloucester, a piece 
she liked so much that she used it for her per¬ 
sonal Christmas card. Other portraits include Sir Ad¬ 
rian Boult; Lord Bothby; Yehudi Menuhin, among 
many more. The portrait drawings of Sir Arthur 
Bliss and Boult are in the permanent collection at 
the National Portrait Gallery, London. He also 
painted the Burmese National Dance Company at 
Sadlers Wells in 1971. Princess Michael Kent became 
his fourth Royal sitter. 

In 1985, Stone was honored with the Freedom 
of the City of London award. Later that year, he 
was elected as a Liveryman into the Worshipful 
Company of Painter-Stainers, one of London’s 
most ancient and distinguished guilds. 

Has he asked Pres. Reagan to sit for him? Of 
course. But Reagan only sits for American artists. 

Since 1983, Stone has staged an annual ex¬ 
hibition of his work on board the Cunard flagship 
Queen Elizabeth 11. On one of his crossings he met 
Dr. Dan and Adele McGann, San Marino res¬ 
idents. They struck up an instant friendship and 
Sitone is now visiting the McGanns. They are rep¬ 
resenting the Royal painter and anyone who wishes 
to contact Stone about portraiture is urged to call 
the McGanns at 799-8827.

“One of my goals is 
to prove that power is 
not an issue,” Donna 
Brown, psychotherapist 
says. Many people be 
lievc that power wins and 
Brown hopes to dispel 
that belief. 

Another goal of one 
of Sierra Madre’s newest 
businesspersons is “to 
give to the family in 
struction about how to 
have a peaceful, har¬ 
monious family life and 
individual life. Instead 
of relationships that are 
up and down, we need 
to start at the roots (of 
the relationships).” she 
says. 

And those roots arc 
one of the reasons she 
came to Sierra Madre — 
she believes that this 
town has good roots. 
“We can be the center of 
hope. People come to 
this town not to be a 
part of the ‘push, push, 
push’ world,” Brown 
says. She felt the energy 
in Sierra Madre. 

One of her main goals 
is to preserve the fam¬ 
ily, she explains. She 
works with children who 
are troubled, particularly 
those children whose 
parents have just been 
through a divorce. “Di¬ 
vorce doesn’t have to be 
hostile. It can be handled 
in a way that each party 
can see what is gained 
and what is lost. Let’s 
make the divorce as heal¬ 
ing as possible. Some 
carry their divorce 
wounds for 20 years. Di¬ 
vorce is only one of the 
answers. And since the 
divorce rate is hitting 
50%, it is something we 
cannot hide from. It’s a 
reality as well as the 
number of blended fam¬ 
ilies, We don’t have a 
lot ot models foi that 
sort of existence and I 
hope to provide mo 
dels.” 

Everyone needs coping 
skills, she says, and she 
wishes to be able to pro¬ 
vide those skills to 
people who need them. 

Another goal. Brown 
states, is to work with 
women on women’s is¬ 
sues It is not necessary 
that you work or stay

home to be a woman. 
You can do either; both 
are fine, she says. 
“There is a need to de¬ 
fine what’s best for each 
individual.” 

The world is chan¬ 
ging so rapidly that we 
don’t always change with 
it. We cannot always 
stay “as is,” she ex¬ 
plains. We must move 
with the times and for 
some people who are ri¬ 
gid, that means they 
break like a rigid tree. 
Others who are more 
fluid are able to bend 
and go with the times. 

“1 want to provide a 
place where people can 
deal with the inner and 
outer world. Basically, I 
am a marriage, family 
and child counselor. 1 
can help anybody 'with 
relationship issues. People 
need to stop driving in¬ 
to the wall and go 
around the wall. Many 
of us keep driving into 
the wall.Most of us 
know inside what to do 
but we get fragmented 
and forget what to do. 
We need a place to come 
to work out the problem, 
whether that problem is 
at work or within the 
home,” Brown states. 

The counselor was 
born next door in Pasa¬ 
dena and now lives in 
Glendora. She grad¬ 
uated in 1983 with a 


master’s degree from the 
California Family Study 
Center in Burbank. She 
also received training at 
the Santa Anita Coun¬ 
seling Center in Arcadia. 
She also has a BA from 
Cal State L.A. and has 
a lifetime elementary 
teaching credential. She 
taught in Baldwin Park 
for several years. 

Brown is an ordained 
minister from Santa Ani¬ 
ta Church. “Margaret 
Stephens ordained me,” 
she explains. 

Are children of today 
different than they were 
a generation ago? “I 
don’t see them as dif¬ 
ferent but they have to 
deal with different things 
in life in different ways. 
There are still the four 
main emotions: anger, 
sadness, fear and glad. 
Those never chaW^. Each 
person has a different 
way of responding to 
these emotions.” 

One of the latest phe¬ 
nomena, she explains, is 
the adolescent not being 
able to leave home be¬ 
cause of the high cost 
of living. Many return to 
their homes after college 
life. This can create oth¬ 
er family problems.
